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ecades  roll  on.  Their  passage  blurs  memory,  masks 
failures,  softens  old  hard  edges.  A  soft  warm  glow 
coats  the  past  until  it  becomes  a  pearl  in  our  eyes. 
Nostalgia  and  sentiment  bury  the  grit  of  experience 
at  the  heart  of  it. 

The  timeline  on  the  following  pages  of  the 
University's  past  is  like  a  string  of  pearls.  See  the 
resoluteness  of  Charles  Duncan  Mclver,  the 
innocence  of  the  Naughty  Naughts.  Read  about 
achievements  and  the  ongoing  growth  in  size, 
scope,  and  complexity. 

Don't  look  for  accounts  of  ineptness,  pettiness, 
mistakes,  and  failure.  You  won't  find  them.  But  the 
pluck,  foresight,  dedication,  and  altruism  that 
equally  are  part  of  the  University's  story  are  here 
between  the  lines  of  achievements  and  successes. 

Our  Centennial  is  a  celebration  of  strength  and 
survival.  The  grit  of  the  past  is  here;  it  just  has  the 
sheen  of  a  pearl  now. 
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1891 

The  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly  voted  on 
February  18  to  establish 
the  North  Carolina  State 
Normal  and  Industrial 
School  for  women. 

The  City  of  Greensboro 
gave  $30,000  to  erect  the 
first  buildings;  among  them 
were  Main  (renamed  Foust 
in  1960)  and  a  dairy  barn. 

1892 

Mary  Dail  of  Snow  Hill  was 
the  first  of  223  students  to 
register  when  the  School 
opened  October  5. 

Charles  Duncan  Mclver, 
the  crusader  for  the 
institution,  served  as  the 
first  president  at  a  salary  of 
$2,250  a  year. 


Fifteen  faculty  members 
taught  in  three  areas: 
normal,  commercial,  and 
domestic  science. 


Students  formed  the 
Adelphian  and  Cornelian 
Literary  Societies. 

'l893 

Dr.  George  Winston, 
president  of  UNC. 
delivered  the  first 
commencement  address. 
Gov.  Holt  gave  the 
dedicatory  address. 
Dr.  Thomas  H.  Pritchard, 
former  president  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  preached 
the  commencement 
sermon. 

The  ten  1893  graduates 
organized  the  Alumnae 
Fellowship. 

Dr.  Anna  M.  Gove  was 
appointed  resident 
physician. 

"l894 

William  Jennings  Bryan 
delivered  without  notes  a 
two-hour  commencement 
speech  on  money. 
Commencement  also 
included  a  speech  by  John 
B.  Gordon  of  Georgia,  a 
general  in  the  Confederate 
army. 


1895 

The  size  of  the  campus 
increased  dramatically  with 
the  purchase  of  112  acres 
for  $12,000. 

Bathrooms,  with  hot  and 
cold  water,  were  installed 
in  all  buildings. 

Two  wings  were  added  to 
Main  Building. 

Annie  Florence  Petty,  the 
first  professionally  trained 
librarian  in  North  Carolina, 
was  appointed  head  of  the 
library,  a  position  she  held 
for  twenty-five  years. 

"l896 

The  School's  name  was 
changed  to  The  State 
Normal  and  Industrial 
College. 

During  their  "walking 
period"  students  now  could 
stroll  through  Peabody  Park 
on  the  north  end  of  the 
campus. 


1897 

The  first  class  to  complete 
four  years  of  study 
graduated. 

At  commencement.  North 
Carolinian  Walter  Hines 
Page,  editor  of  The  Atlantic 
Montlily  and  later 
ambassador  to  Britain, 
delivered  his  famous 
"Forgotten  Man"  speech  on 
poverty  and  illiteracy  in  the 
state.  Page  was  a  former 
classmate  and  close  friend 
of  Dr.  Mclver. 


1898 

TheClassof  1898,  the  first 
to  choose  class  colors, 
selected  green  and  white. 

Seniors  traveled  to 
Washington,  DC,  where  they 
met  President  McKinley  at  a 
private  reception  given  by 
Mrs.  McKinley. 

"l899 

Thirteen  students  and  one 
staff  member  died  in  a 
typhoid  fever  epidemic.  The 
College  closed  for  two 
months.  A  defective  sewer 
had  contaminated  the  main 
well.     . 


1900 

Professor  Charles  J. 
Brockman  organized  the 
"Infant  Orchestra.'  the 
College's  first  orchestra. 


Seniors  founded  the  Athletic 
Association. 

The  "Naughty  Naughts " 
excelled  in  basketball. 

"1902 

Dr.  Julius  I.  Foust  arrived  to 
head  the  Department  of 
Pedagogy  and  the  new 
training  school,  both  housed 
in  the  new  Curry  Building. 

The  cornerstone  was  laid  for 
the  three-story  Students' 
Building,  which  was  partly 
financed  by  student 
contributions.

1903 

After  a  fifth  year  of  study, 
seven  students  received 
bachelor's  degrees,  the 
first  awarded  by  the 
College.

Three  hundred  fifty 
students  escaped 
unharmed  as  fire  destroyed 
Brick  Dormitory  on  the 
night  of  January  20. 
Classes  were  suspended 
for  three  weeks. 

Spencer  Hall,  the  new 
dormitory,  was  built  with 
only  two  floors  as  a  fire 
precaution.  It  was  ready  for 
use  the  following  fall. 

1905 

The  first  class  to  enter  as 
candidates  for  degrees 
enrolled. 

The  Carnegie  Library  (now 
Forney  Building)  was 
erected. 


1906 

President  IVlclver  died 
unexpectedly  in  September 
aboard  a  train  with  William 
Jennings  Bryan  returning 
from  Durham  to 
Greensboro.  He  was  46. 

Dr.  Foust  was  appointed 
acting  president  after  J.  Y. 
Joyner,  the  state 
superintendent  of  public 
instruction  and  former 
English  professor  at  the 
Normal,  refused  to 
consider  the  job.

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1914 

The  School's  "Lady 
Principal,"  Sue  May 
Kirkland,  died.  She  was 
"referee  in  matters  social 
and  domestic,"  and  her 
table  in  the  dining  hall  was 
always  set  with  her  own 
silver  service.  A  residence 
hall  (now  razed)  was 
named  for  her. 

The  Student  Government 
Association  was  organized. 


1918 

Student  "Farmerettes"  grew 
vegetables  over  the  summer 
on  a  school-rented  farm  as  a 
contribution  to  the  war 
effort. 


1915 

Two  hundred  fifty  students 
paraded  in  support  of 
women's  suffrage  during 
walking  period. 

1917 

The  General  Assembly 
voted  to  appropriate  to  the 
College  $500,000  for 
Improvements  and 
$125,000  annually  for 
maintenance.  After 
Dr.  Foust  returned  from 
Raleigh,  students  marched 
to  his  home  to  thank  him. 


Student  "Carpenterettes" 
cleared  a  tract  at  the  north 
end  of  College  Avenue  and 
built  the  YWCA  Hut.

The  name  of  the  School  of 
Home  Economics  was 
changed  to  the  School  of 
Human  Environmental 
Sciences. 

"l989 

A  $16  million  building  to 
house  the  School  of  Health, 
Physical  Education. 
Recreation,  and  Dance  was 
completed. 

The  School  of  Education 
established  the  Collegium 
for  the  Advancement  of 
Schools.  Schooling,  and 
Education. 

The  School  of  Music 
awarded  its  first  doctor  of 
musical  arts  degree,  a 
performance  concentration 
offered  at  only  five  other 
institutions  in  the 
Southeast. 

The  Graduate  School 
launched  the  Human 
Development  Research 
Institute. 
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1990 

In  a  position  statement  to  ttie 
UNCG  Board  of  Trustees, 
Ctiancelior  William  E.  Moran 
staunchly  defended  animal 
research  at  the  University. 
Dr.  Walter  Salinger,  chair  of 
the  psychology  department, 
had  been  the  target  of  animal 
rights  protests. 

UNCG  conferred  its  one 
thousandth  doctoral  degree 
since  such  studies  were 
introduced  here  in  1960. 

The  Anne  and  Benjamin  Cone 
Building,  which  houses  the 
Weatherspoon  Art  Gallery, 
opened  to  oohs  and  aahs. 

"1991 

The  NC  General  Assembly 
declared  February  19  "UNCG 
Day."  A  train,  originating  in 
Charlotte,  carried  alumni  and 
University  officials  to  Raleigh 
for  the  ceremonies. 

UNCG  received  an  $18.5 
million  grant  —  the  largest 
ever  awarded  to  any  of  the 
sixteen  campuses  in  The 
University  of  North  Carolina 
System  —  to  establish  a 
regional  educational 
laboratory  serving  six 
southern  states. 

Barbara  Parrish,  former 
director  of  alumni  affairs, 
died.  She  was  succeeded  by 
Brenda  Meadows  Cooper  '65. 

The  Division  I  Spartans  played 
their  first  game  under  the 
lights  in  the  new  soccer 
stadium. 

The  University  Centennial 
Celebration  began  October  4 
with  Kickoff  Weekend. 
Educator  and  former  diplomat 
Harlan  Cleveland  was  speaker 
at  the  Centennial  Convocation. 


Undergraduate  enrollment  at 
UNCG  nas  grown  21  percent 
since  1985.  almost  double  the 
UNC  System  average  of 
12  percent  in  the  same  period. 

The  percentage  of  male 
freshmen  has  increased  from 
26  percent  to  32  percent  since 
1980. 

The  University's  178-acre 
campus  contains  seventy-one 
buildings  including  sixteen 
classroom  buildings  and 
twenty-three  residence  halls. 

Five  endowed  professorships 
valued  at  $3.5  million  have 
been  established  at  UNCG 
within  the  past  three  years. 

The  University  endowment  has 
guadrupled  in  the  past  eight 
years. 


Three  faculty  members  of  the 
Department  of  Child 
Development  and  Family 
Relations  have  been  ranked 
among  the  top  thirty  scholars 
in  the  nation  in  this  field. 
They  are  Drs.  Vira  Kivett, 
Hyman  Rodman,  and 
Rebecca  Smith.  Dr.  Kivett 
has  been  singled  out  as  one 
of  sixteen  "highly  eminent" 
scholars  in  the  field. 

The  Women's  Studies 
Program  at  UNCG,  estab- 
lished in  1973  and  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  United  States,  is 
now  offered  as  a  major. 

UNCG  has  the  second  largest 
accredited  IVIBA  program  in 
North  Carolina. 

Applications  to  the  freshman 
class  have  increased  more 
than  60  percent  in  the  past 
two  years. 

UNCG  has  some  $42  million 
in  building  and  renovation 
projects  in  construction  and 
design. 


UNCG  is  a  bargain.  Only 
19  percent  of  University 
revenues  come  from  tuition 
and  fees. 

Our  athletic  teams  compete  in 
Division  I  of  the  NCAA  — 
that's  the  big  leagues.  Some 
home  basketball  games  are 
now  played  in  the  Greensboro 
Coliseum. 

UNCG  is  one  of  only  two 
institutions  among  the  sixteen 
campuses  of  the  UNC  System 
with  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa. 
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Why  1992? 

The  question  has  been  asked 
more  than  once;  Why  does  the 
University  Seal  note  the  date 
1891  but  the  Centennial  Logo 
commemorates  1 892? 


The  date  you  espouse 
depends  upon  what  you  wish  to 
celebrate. 

The  University  was  founded 
by  an  act  of  the  North  Carolina 
legislature  on  February  18, 1891. 
Celebrations  were  held  in 
Raleigh  last  February  to 
commemorate  the  hundredth 
birthday  of  our  charter. 

But  after  the  State  Normal 
and  Industrial  School  was 
chartered,  a  site  had  to  be 
selected,  a  president  appointed, 
buildings  built,  and  preparations 
made.  All  of  that  took  place  in 
rapid  succession,  especially 
considering  the  pace  of  the  day. 
The  doors  of  the  school  opened 
on  October  5, 1892,  the  date  we 
celebrate  each  year  as  Founders 
Day. 

The  Centennial  Celebration 
lasts  a  whole  year,  starting  at 
Founders  Day  1991  and  closing 
on  the  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  opening  of  the  school  on 
Octobers,  1992. 


Lula  Mclver  May  Have  Erased 
Her  Portrait's  "Badge  of  Slavery" 

It's  an  unverified  storv,  but  one  interesting  enough 
to  repeat. 

Dr.  Mclver's  wife,  Lula  Martin  Mclver,  an  articulate 
femmist,  flatly  refused  to  wear  a  wedding  band.  She 
called  it  "a  badge  of  slavery"  —  quite  an  uncustomary 
idea  for  her  day. 

The  story  goes  that  when  her  portrait  arrived  from 
Europe  she  was  enraged.  The  artist,  painting  from  a 
head-and-shoulders  photograph,  included  a  wedding 
ring  in  the  to-the-waist  rendering  of  Mrs.  Mclver.  She 
immediately  had  the  portrait  altered,  substituting  a 
dinner  ring  for  the  wedding  band. 

Myth  or  not,  a  difference  in  the  portrait's  surface        '"'"  ^^"'""  ^^''''"' 
texture  is  quite  notable  under  certain  lighting.  The  next  time  you  visit  the 
Alumni  House,  take  a  look  at  the  painting,  now  displayed  at  the  lower  landing 
of  the  mam  stairs,  and  see  what  vou  think. 


She  Never  Knew 
Grandfather  Mclver 

Nancy  Mclver  Kemp  never  knew 
her  grandfather.  Dr.  Charles  Duncan 
Mclver  died  in  1906,  long  before 
Nancy  was  born.  But  she  well 
remembers  the  summer  weeks  and 
Christmas  vacations  she  spent  at 
"Granny's,"  the  home  of  Mrs.  Mclver. 
The  big  frame  house  stood  on  the 
corner  of  Spring  Garden  Street  and 
College  Avenue.  Mrs.  Mclver  lived 
there  until  her  death  in  1944;  the 
house  was  razed  in  1953. 

Nancy  is  the  daughter  of  Charlie, 
Charles  Duncan  Mcher's  only  son  of 
his  four  children.  Charlie  became  a 
cotton  broker  in  Greensboro,  then 
moved  to  Charlotte  when  Nancy  was 
about  se\'en. 

Nancy  and  her  husband,  William 
Kemp,  now  live  in  Charlotte  and 
have  two  grown  sons  —  Dr.  Mclver's 
great  grandchildren. 


Mary  Dail  of  Snow  Hill 
Registered  First 

Thefii-ft  of  all  the  first  stiuietits  at 
the  [State  Normal  and  Industrial  Sehool] 
-was  pretty  Mary  Dail  of  Snozv  Hill, 
Greene  County.  Her  name  occupies  the 
first  line  of  the  register  of  October  1892, 
and  hers  loas  the  first  check  entered  on 
the  treasurer's  books. 

"Wlien  Dr.  Mclver  and 
Dr.  Alderman  were  lecturing  in  the  state 
on  establishing  a  new  school  for  -women, 
they  were  guests  in  the  home  of  my 
parents,  and  when  they  -were  saying 
good-by.  Dr.  Mclver  turned  to  me  and 
said,  'Noiv  Mary,  -when  the  door  opens, 
-we  expect  you  to  be  there. '  1  took  him  at 
his  -word,  you  see.  and  ivas  the  first  to 
register. "

Just  under  fiftv  years  ago  —  in 
June  l'-H2  —  Dr.  Charles  Duncan 
Vlclver's  famous  words  about 
educating  a  woman  touched  the 
lives  of  a  new  generation. 

World  War  II  had  just  begun  for 
the  United  States,  and  the  Class  of  1942 
faced  an  even  more  uncertain  world 
than  that  which  awaited  the  voung 
women  who  had  entered  the  State 
X'ormal  those  many  years  ago. 

Both  dilemmas,  that  of  the  North 
Carolina  \\-omen  of  the  1800s  who'd 
never  had  an  opportimity  for  pubUc 
education  and  that  of  the  generation 
looking  toward  new  and  challenging 
careers  in  a  world  at  war,  were 
dramatically  portrayed  in  the  Fiftieth 
Anniversarv  production,  Wc,  the 
Women. 

Called  bv  its  authors,  Marion  and 
Foster  Fitz-Simons,  "A  Dramatic 
Spectacle  in  Two  Acts,"  the  drama 
combined  music,  dance,  speech  choir, 


and  traditional  dialogue  to  present  the 
storv  of  the  first  fifty  years  of  what  is 
now  The  LJni\'ersity  of  North  Carolina 
at  Greensboro. 

It  was  a  storv  of  detemiination  b\' 
Dr.  Mclver  and  a  few  other  enlightened 
educators  and  legislators,  a  story  of 
opposition  by  those  v^ho  saw  no  need 
for  women  to  receive  an  education,  and 
a  story  of  how  the  vision  of  women 
trained  to  be  teachers,  homemakers, 
and  workers  in  the  business  world 
finallv  triumphed. 

Students,  faculty,  and  a  few 
townspeople  formed  the  cast  for  the 
large  production.  Among  them  were 
W.C.  "Mutt"  Burton,  still  well  known 
throughout  North  Carolina  as  a 
talented  actor,  and  Anne  Pitoniak  '43, 
nominated  several  years  ago  for  a  Tony 
for  her  role  in  'Night,  Mother.  Anne 
will  return  to  campus  in  April  to 
appear  in  the  UNCG  Theatre 
production  of  Blood  Issue.  She  will  play 
Mabel,  a  role  she  created  for  the  world 
premiere  of  the  show  in  1989. 

We,  the  Women  told  the  stor\'  of  the 
College  in  a  poetic  and  dramatic  way. 
Much  has  happened  since  the  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  —  integration, 
co-education,  graduate  study.  The 
story  goes  on. . .

This  year  UNCG  hosted  its  first 
Summer  Residential  College  tor 
talented  rising  high  school  juniors  and 
seniors.  Thirty-se\'en  teenagers  fi-om  in- 
state and  out  with  diverse  backgrounds 
and  ideas  lived  and  learned  together 
for  three  weeks  in  Julv. 

The  core  curriculum,  called 
"American  Dreams,"  explored  the 
contemporary  American  experience  — 
What  is  the  American  eireani?  Whose 
attitudes  and  values  shaped  it?  Is  it 
alive  and  well  today?  Each  student  also 
chose  one  of  four  elective  courses  — 
Growing  Up  in  America,  Contempo- 
rary American  Voices,  Surveying 
American  Landscapes,  and  Passage 
Ficfion.  Teacliing  the  courses  were 
Dr.  Frances  Arndt  (Residential  Col- 
lege), Dr.  Robert  Calhoon  (History), 
Dr.  Charles  Headington  (Religious 
Studies),  and  Deborah  Huger  (English). 

One  participant,  Lance  Davis  of 
Pine  Mountain,  GA,  said,  "I  disco\'ered 


whci  1  am  anci  how  1  fit  into  society." 
Another,  Amber  Rov  of  Winston- 
Salem,  said,  "SRC  gave  me  the  oppor- 
tunitv  to  experience  college  life  and 
learn  about  myself  as  well  as  others.  It 
is  an  opportimitv  which  others  should 
not  pass  up." 

Tliree  hours  of  college  credit  was 
awarded  for  the  course  work.  There 
were  picnics  and  trips  and  time  to 
socialize.  The  kids  participated  in 
service  projects  aimed  at  helping  those 
excluded  from  the  American  Dream. 
Next  year's  session  is  going  to  be  e\'en 
better,  according  to  Kathleen  Forbes, 
the  program's  director.  "Community 
and  a  sense  of  relationsliips  drive  the 
program,"  she  said.  "The  kids  learn 
what  college  is  all  about  —  indepen- 
dence and  responsibility  and  all  that 
goes  with  it."

Doing  Business 
In  a  Small  World 

The  world  is  shrinking. 
Dealing  with  the  Pacific  Rim 
countries  and  the  European 
Economic  Community  is  vital  to 
the  economv  of  the  United  States. 
Globalization  is  the  word.  So  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and 
the  Brvan  School  of  Business  and 
Economics  are  jointly  sponsormg  a 
new  major  this  fall  —  a  BA  in 
international  business  studies. 

"It  is  an  important  program 
that  will  use  interdisciplinary 
methods  of  studying  international 
economics  and  cultures,"  said 
Dr.  William  Crowther,  program 
director  and  associate  professor  of 
political  science.  While  introducing 
students  to  business  and  economic 
uistitutions  and  practices  in  the 
global  environment,  the  new  major 
emphasizes  the  importance  of 
foreign  languages  and  the 
multicultiiral  content  of  the 
modern  world. 

Arts  and  Sciences  students 
will  get  exposure  to  business 
courses  and  the  international 
economic  community.  Traditional 
business  majors  can  expand  their 
horizons  to  include  the  study  of 
languages,  mternational  politics, 
and  foreign  cultures.  A  summer 
abroad  program  may  be  included. 

More  and  more  jobs  will 
require  experience  and  expertise  in 
understanding  other  countries' 
practices  and  cultures.  Interna- 
tional business  stiidies  provides 
that  background. 

"The  program  can  really  help, 
say,  a  foreign  language  major  who 
may  be  faced  with  the  problem  of

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Glory  of  Empire 
Brought  Alumni 
To  Tea  at  4:00 

It  was  the  Garden  Party  decade, 
the  world  of  "Upstairs,  Downstairs." 
England  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VII 
(1901-10)  was  characterized  by  the 
styles  and  views  of  the  culture 
generally  regarded  as  opulent, 
ornate,  overrefined,  and  pompous. 
An  imperial  Britain  ruled  much  of 
Africa  and  Asia;  the  largest  navy 
ever  asea  bore  the  Union  Jack;  and 
the  rapid  economic  growth  brought 
on  by  industrialization  and 
urbanization  led  to  England's 
reputation  as  the  richest,  most 
powerful  nation  in  the  world. 

Yet  there  was  much  to  trouble 
the  Empire.  The  Boer  War  had 
revealed  tremendous  moral  and 
economic  costs;  socialists,  suffragists, 
and  Irish  nationalists  challenged  the 
precarious  equiUbrium  of  pohtical 
and  social  compromise  so  labor- 
iously constructed  in  the  Victorian 
era;  and  on  the  Continent,  an 
aggressive  militarism  increasingly 
threatened  to  bring  down  all  that  a 
century  of  peace  and  progress  had 
achieved. 

Such  was  the  studv  in  the  1  Wl 
Alumni  College  held  on  campus  in 
June.  Taught  by  Dr.  Keith  Cushman, 
professor  of  English,  and  Dr.  Ronald 
Cassell,  assistant  professor  of 
history,  a  circle  of  alumni  immersed 
themselves  in  Edwardian  England 
for  five  days.  With  an 
interdisciplinary  and  multi-media 
approach,  the  Alumni  College 
brought  forth  the  history,  literature, 
music,  and  costume  of  the  time. 
Afternoon  sessions,  of  course, 
included  tea  at  4:00.

I  his  past  summer  I  made  one  of 
those  once-in-a-lifetime  trips  ...  to  Togo, 
West  Africa.  Mv  husband,  daughter 
Mary  Ann,  and  I  visited  Sarah,  our 
daughter  who  will  soon  complete  a 
two-year  sdnt  as  a  Peace  Corps 
volunteer.  Tlie  impact  of  spending  two 
weeks  in  this  stunningly  beautiful 
country  among  such  charming  and 
friendly  people  is  still  o\'erwhelming  to 
us.  So  much  about  Togo  is  different 
from  the  United  States,  and  yet  we  were 
rather  quickly  drawn  into  the  life  and 
culture  there.  And  although  we 
realized  the  lack  of  so  much  that  makes 
our  life  convenient  here,  we  were  very 
aware  of  all  the  problems  we  have 
created  wath  our  dependencv  on 
technology  and  of  how  much  we  could 
benefit  by  learning  to  live  much  more 
simply.  We  were  also  very  interested  in 
talking  with  a  number  of  students, 
some  of  whom  were  studying  almost 
non-stop  (even  while  school  was  not  in 
session!)  in  order  to  qualify  for  a 


position  in  one  of  three  colleges 
available  in  a  country  with  a  population 
of  three  million.  We  were  almost 
embarrassed  to  tell  them  how  many 
colleges  and  uni\'ersities  there  are  just  in 
North  Carolina.  However,  the  Togolese 
are  struggling  to  effect  changes  in  their 
government  to  make  it  more  democratic 
and  responsive  to  their  needs,  among 
them  opportunities  for  more  education 
and  economic  development. 

We  are,  of  course,  proud  of  our 
educational  system  in  North  Carolina 
and  in  the  United  States,  a  system  that 
has  certainly  contributed  to  our 
economic  well-beiiig.  As  we  told  the 
Togolese  students,  higher  education  is 
available  to  almost  everyone  with  the 
number  and  variety  of  colleges  and 
universities  we  have  here.  It's  not  hard 
to  see  that  the  system  that  makes 
education  so  accessible  to  so  manv  in 
North  Carohna  and  in  the  United  States 
is  a  treasured  and  envied  resource,  and 
one  to  be  valued  and  strengthened  since 
the  success  of  our  economic 
development  and  democratic  form  of 
government  is  dependent  upon  a  well 
educated  society. 

Instead,  we  seem  to  be  wa\'ering  or 
even  mo\'ing  backward  in  our 
commitment  to  strengthen  educational 
institutions  and  opportunities  in  North 
Carolina.  The  current  economic 
recession  has,  of  course,  made  many 
cuts  necessary  in  all  areas  of  state 
spending,  but  the  devastating  cuts  in 
education  seem  to  have  been  made  too 
easily  and  with  too  little  regard  for  the 
long  reaching  effects  they  might  ha\'e. 
Even  more  distressing,  I  suppose,  is  that 
most  of  us  have  not  loudly  protested 
what  could  be  the  first  step  in 
undermining  our  university  system. 
Perhaps  we  need  to  think  of  other  ways 
to  make  our  voices  heard. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  UNCG 
Alumni  Association  held  durintr 


Reunion  Weekend,  I  told  those  gathered 
how  proud  I  was  to  be  addressing 
people  who  have  accomplished  so  much 
in  their  professions  and  in  service  to 
their  communities  through  \'arious 
volunteer  organizations.  Part  of  our 
legacy  from  UNCG  has  been  this 
challenge  to  service,  and  I  know  how 
you  ser\'e  by  working  for  the  protection 
of  the  environment,  for  economic  justice, 
for  the  proinotion  of  the  arts,  for  better 
health  care,  and  for  many  other  causes, 
as  well  as  providing  strong  support  for 
better  educational  opportunities. 

Now,  I  hope  many  of  you  will  begin 
to  think  about  service  to  the  state  and 
nation  in  different  terms.  I  said  at  the 
amiual  meehng  that  1  look  forward  to 
the  day  when  1  will  be  voting  for  one  of 
you  as  senator,  as  governor,  or  even  as 
President  of  the  United  States.  I  will 
also  be  happy  to  hear  that  many  more  of 
vou  will  make  your  voices  heard  by 
running  for  your  local  school  boards, 
town  councils,  county  commissions,  and 
state  legislatures.  1  think  our  state  and 
nation  are  desperate  for  leadership,  for 
women  and  men  of  integrity  and 
intelligence  who  are  cominitted  to  the 
ideal  of  a  well  educated  citizenry 
equipped  to  cope  with  the  complexities 
of  the  t\venty-first  centurv  in  a 
democratic  society  and  in  an  ever 
changing  world.  Not  only  have  1  heard 
about  many  of  the  things  you  do,  but  1 
have  also  seen  many  of  you  in  action  at 
Alumni  Association  Board  meetings 
and  at  Association  and  University 
committee  meetings.  I  know  that 
UNCG  alumni  have  what  it  takes  to  be 
effective  elected  leaders  so  urgently 
needed  to  address  the  crucial  issues  of 
our  state  and  nation  and  world  ...  a 
world  that,  for  me,  now  includes  Togo.

"home"  of  several  years.  As  I  begin  my 
new  role  as  vour  Alumni  Secretary/ 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs,  I  hope  to 
use  tliis  space  to  write  to  you  regularly 
a  "letter  from  home"  —  from  your 
college  home. 

We  are  excited  here  to  have  begun 
the  year-long  celebration  of  the 
University's  Centennial.  In  addition  to 
the  recently  celebrated  Kickoff/ 
Homecoming  Weekenci,  many  special 
e\'ents  have  been  plamied  by  the 
Centennial  Committee,  by  the 
academic  schools  and  departments, 
and  by  your  Alumni  Association.

Focus  on 
Black  Health 


Black  Americans  born  in  1982  can  expect  to  live  five  to 
seven  years  fewer  than  their  'white  counterparts.  This  fact  is 
one  of  the  reasons  behmd  a  new  multidisciplinary  research 
and  trainiiig  program  that  focLises  on  the  health  problems 
of  blacks  established  by  Duke  University  Medical  Center 
and  directed  by  Norman  B.  Anderson  '80  MA,  '83  PhD. 
He  is  an  associate  professor  in  Duke's  Department  of 
Psychiatry  and  the  Department  of  Psychology:  Social  and 
Health  Sciences. 

The  Program  on  Health,  Behavior  and  Aging  in  Black 
Americans,  believed  to  the  first  such  program  in  the 
country,  was  created  to  study  the  health  status  of  blacks 
across  their  lifespan  and  to  develop  new  cost-effecfive 
treahTients.  According  to  Dr.  Anderson,  "Blacks,  especially 
the  elderly,  experience  higher  morbidity  and  mortality 
from  heart  disease,  cancer,  diabetes,  and  cerebrovascular 
disease.  A  greater  prevalence  of  infant  death,  chemical 
dependency,  and  homocide  also  exists  among  blacks. 

"Medicine  is  not  distinct  from  other  aspects  of  soci- 
ety," he  says.  "The  disproportionately  high  prevalence  of 
health  problems  among  blacks  has  to  do  with  the  social 
context  in  which  many  black  Americans  live;  liigh  unem- 
ployment and  poverty,  dangerous  crime-ridden  neighbor- 
hoods, lack  of  access  to  health  care,  and  jobs  that  provide 
very  little  decision  lafitude  or  control." 

The  program  will  also  aim  at  producing  a  new  genera- 
tion of  scientists  who  are  trained,  dedicated,  and  qualified 
to  address  the  clironic  diseases  affecting  blacks.
